The gravest crisis in the world's history 1s 
now hanging in the balance, and the course 
which Russia pursues may have a deteráaning 
influence as to whether democracy or auto- 
cracy shall prevail. That democracy and free- 
dom will finally prevail there can be no doubt 
in the minds of men who know, but the time 
which will be lost and the sacrifice which 
would ensue from lack of united action may 
be appalling. It is to avoid this that I 
address you, in view of the grave crisis 
through which the Russian people are passing. 
We assure you that you can rely absolutely 
upon the whole-hearted support and co- 
operation of the American people in the great 
war against our common enemy, ' Kaiserism.”

When a discharged soldier applies for a pen- 
sion or gratuity on the ground of disablement, 
he should give: (a) his full Christian and sur- 
name, (b) his regiment, (c) his regimental num- 
ber and rank, (d) the date of his discharge, 
(e) his full address, and (f) the Chelsea No. 
entered on any previous correspondence with 
the Awards Branch of the Ministry of Pensions 
at Chelsea, or the Chelsea Commissioners, if a 
claim to pension has been previously considered 
there. If the applicant has been in the Army 
before, similar particulars of his previous ser- 
vice should be given. When all these particu- 
lars are given it is possible to deal with the 
man's application more promptly than other- 
wise.
